How intensely interested the prison- 
ers become in their work is illustrated 
by the case of one man who is notor- 
fous for his essaults on warders, He 
has been so interested that his be 
havious has been exemplary for three 
months, and his ambition fs to be dis- 
charged in time to see his model o1 
exhibition 

One of the prison-made models wi!! 
illustrate the old-fashioned iron e*lla, 
made from corrugated iron, which 
were very popular with the habitual 
criminal, as it was easy to carry on 
conversation The model is com 
plete to the minutest details althous 
its measurements must he taken in 
inches. Even the candle In the can- 
dlestick and the prisoner’s piece of 
soap are drawn to scale. 

Articles nanufactured surreptitious- 
ly by convicts will also be shown 
Small models moldea out of bread and 
then colored with blacking and white- 
wash are often made.

Breguet biplane. It was the young 
man's first aerial journey

Siamese officer named Na Tha Tick, 
who was flying a Nieuport monoplan>, 
was circling near Villacoublay, and 
suddenly M. Collardot saw the mon» 
plane swerve sharply and come right, 
at him at a speed of sixty miles an 
hour.

Project for Benefit of Local 
| Needs 

Hamburg. — It is now 
that the senate of the iree ciiy of 
| Hamburg has finally resolved to carry 
| into execution the project of founding 
a university for its special needs, that 
has for so many years been the suo: 
ject of public discussion. 

The university, it is stated, is to 
have only three faculties, namely: One 
for jurispudence, one for philosopay 
\and one for colonial science, and the 
| characteristic feature is to be the co 
ordination of these sciences, The 
senate proposes not to make the unt 
versity dependent on annual granta, 
but to place at its permanent disposal 
| the interest on a loan of $6,250,000.

PARIS COUNCIL FEARS LACK OF.

Mobilization of Troops Would Cut Off 
Supply in at Least Four Days 
Paris, France.—The Fresident and! 
another member of the Paris munici- 
pal council paid a visil the other day 
to the minister of war, M. Millerand, 
to acquaint him with a subject of the 
gravest interest to all Parisians in 
times of tiouble, Although every- 
body hopes that a war may be avoid- 
‘ed, war is an eventuality which must 
be reckoned with, and the president of | 
the municipal council has made tha | 
amazing discovery that if war were to! 
be declared tomorrow Paris would be 
without bread in three days, or four 
atthe most. ‘The reason is the smal! 

stock of flour. 

Mobilization of the French army 
takes nominally eighteen days. That 
‘is, on paper, Actually it may be ex- 
‘pected to take twenty, during which 
time the military authorities would, 
naturally requisition all the railway 
lines. During these twenty days, 
\therefore, Paris, which consumes 12,- 
600 quintals of flour a day, must live 
fon its stock, for no fiour could be 
brought in The stock of flour ne- 
cessary during the mobilization period 
would therefore be 250,000 quintals. 
But there are only 12,500 quintals of 
flour in Paris, sufficient for a day, that 
is, and if we add to this what the 
bakers have in their shops, Paris 
might hold out for perhaps, three 
days more. It is probable that M 
Millerand will ask a credit for 
}larger flour supply.

Value of Farms and Farm Lands in 


the United States Has Grown 
Tremendously 

It is abundantly evident that the 
policy of pro ecting the Home Market 
has contributed materially to the all- 
round development of agriculture in 
the United States. A comparisun of 
the relative conditions of the agri- 
culturists in Great Britain and United 
States furnishes convincing proof of 
this statement. Under the American 
policy the value of farms and farm 
property in United States has in- 
creased tremendously, as is apparent 
from the following table taken from 
the United States statistics:

GOOD SHOWER BATH 


Quickly Made From Piece of Rubbe 
Hose and Easily Adjusted 

It is a simple thing to make @ 
shower-bath with a section of garden 
hose. All that is needed is enough 
hose to stretch from the bath tub tc 
the shoulders of the bather and around 
them. 

A cork is inserted in one end of 
the hose, and a ring is formed large 
enough to go over the head and rest 
on the shoulders. With a sharp knife 
gashes are cut In the hose on the 


inside of the ring about an inch apart 
and the bath is all ready. Or, if pre 
ferred, holes may be punched, to give 
the needed shower effect. Attach the 
other end of the hose to the faucet 
and turn on the water,

Is Vigorous in His Denuncistion <f At 
titude of the United States in the 
Canal Cuntroversy—Refusal to Ar- 
bitrate would Prociaim Country In- 
diferent to National Honor. 
Washington.—Shall we inform the 

world that the United States is false 

to ite agreements, false to its pledged

With \igorous denunciation of 
attitude of this country in the 

ma canal controversy with Great 

Iiritain, Senator Elihu Root closed 4 

two-hours’ speech in the senate with 

an appeal for the submission of the 

Panama question to arbitration, or the 

repeal of that section of the canal 

law that would give free passage to 

American coastwise ships. 

Speaking fro:i the experience of a 
member of President Roosevelt's cab- 
inet when the Panama canal zone 
was purchased, and when over 25 ar- 
bitration treaties were made with for- 
eign nations, Senator Root delivered 
the most vigorous attack on the prea- 
ent attitude of the United States that 
has been heard since the Panama 
controversy arose 

It became known, following the 
senator's address, that Senator Bran- 
degee, chairman of the inter-oceanic 
canals committee, will call a meeting 
within a few days to take up Senator 
Root's amendment for the repeal of the 
free-toll provisions Led by Senators 
Root and Brandegee, both of whom 
opposed the original passage of this 
provision, a determined effort will be 
made at this session of congress to 
change the law before it goes into 
effect at the canal, so that the cause 
of the dispute with Great Britain will 
be removed 

Senator Root declared the United 
States would violate all of its pledges 
and promises to the world; would be 
guilty of false pretences in its ad- 
vocacy of general arbitration, and 
would proclaim I‘self indifferent to na- 
tional honor and integrity if it re- 
fusel to submit to arbitration or to 
retreat from the unjust position it had 
taken, 

He declared free coastwise tol.s to 
American ships were illegal, unless tho 
same concessions were made to fur 
eign ships. The claim that the 
United States had domestic rights over 
the canal, because it owned the canal 
zone, constituted a violation of '.¢e 
express guarantee of the United States 
to Great Britain, he said. 

It is not “our territory excep! in 
trust, he declared. Treaty or no 
treaty, we have long insisted that the 
nations of Central America had no 
right to debar the world from its right 
of passage across the isthmus. Upon 
thet we based the justice of our entire 
action, which resulted in our having 
the canal zone 

The United States had preached ar- 
bitration for years, Sena‘or Root de- 
clared, and had besought the nations 
of the world, in season and out of sea- 
son, to enter into arbitration agr2ec- 
ments for the settlement of all dis- 
putes. 

Are we Pharisees? he cried. Have 
we been insincere and false? Have 
we been pretending in all these long 
years of declaration? Are we ready 
now to admit that our country, through 
its presidents and congresses, has

The instant that an interest is at 
stake, we propose to falsify every de- 
claration, every promise, by the arro- 
gant insistence that we alone can de- 
termine the interpretation of this 
treaty; that we will refuse to abide 
by the treaty.

| gate, saw a large shortage in cther 
| kinds of grains besides potatoes and 
root crops, in the United States and in 
Europe, and there is no doubt that 
wheat had to be used in large quan- 
tities in place of other food stuffs. 
| This brings us to the 1912 crop, the 
, largest on record, and it is accompan- 
‘led by abundant yields of al’ other 
|crops, especially on the American 
continent both North and South. We 
believe reasonably higher prices would 
be for the general benefit, and we 
| would like to see them, Lut the study 
and consideration of these things do 
not seem to give good grounds for the 


expectation of any important advance, |

witn God, (Gen. v, 22, 24; vi, 9’, but 
, what it cost them to do so and the 
, Worldliness which they condemnc] by 
their lives and their testimony may be 
Pi hee from Jude 14-16 and Heb. 
xi, 7. 

So it went on, the godly few and the 
ungodly crowd, for about 1,600 years 
until the time of our lesson, when God 
saw that the wickednecs of man was 
great in the earth and every imagin- 
ation of the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continually. He was there- 
| fore compelled to change His method 
with man, remove the race from the 
jearth and begin anew with Noah and 
{his family. God never repents in 
the sense of changing His mind about 
anything, for “known unto God are all 
His works from the beginning of the 
world” (Num. xxili, 19; Acts xv, 18). 
We change our minds and then act dif- 
ferently. God at certain times, be- 
fore appointed, takes a different line 
of action, but always knew that He 
| would. 

These turnings in His mode of pro- 
cedure are spoken of as His re ent- 
ings (chapter vi, 6). Nothing has 
ever taken place on earth or eve. will 
take place that God has not forseen 
_from all eternity and prepared for, and 
_the end He has in view He will sure- 
ly reach in His time and way in spite 
jof the devil and all his demons and 
his hosts of human followers. As it 
was in these first centuries so it has 
been ever since and will be till the 
kingdom comes. The world lieth in 
the wicked one, who is the -rince and 
|god of this world. In matters p.‘it- 
ical, commercial and religious he ts 
the leader, and the crowds uncon- 
sciously follow him. 

Those who believe and follow Jesus 
,Christ are about like Noah and his 
family compared with the multitudes. 
| This ark which Noah builded was to 
preserve all who were in it, Joche- 
bed’s ark was to preserve the babe 
she placed in t-. The ark . the 
‘covenant was to preserve the tables 
‘of testimony. These are the three 
;arks of Scripture and all suggestive 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, in whom 
alone there is safety. As in the 
|story of Cain and Abel, he who ac- 
‘cepts God's way is accepted, but the 
| rejector is rejected. The people who 
|helped Noah to build the ark knew 
all about the ark, but all perished who 
{were not in the ark, A good know- 
‘ledge of the Bible will not avail, nor 
a knowledge of God's plan of salvation 
nor a knowledge about God and Christ. 
|The sinner must receive Christ or 
truly come to Him and take refuge in 
| Him, God Himself and He alone 
was the architect of Noah's ark and 
of Moses’ tabernacle and of the tem- 
|ple of Solomon. They had only to 
go by the plan. Salvation is of the 
Lord from start to finish, and the only 
thing we can do and that God asks 
‘of us is accept what He has nrovided 
without question. Notice the great 
invitation in chapter vii, 1: Come thou 
/and all thy house Into the ark. 

The Lord must therefore have been 
the first in the ark, and then He call- 
jed Noah and his family to come to 
Him, He sald concerning Israel: I 
brought you unto Myself (Ex. xix, 4), 
jand His word to us is ever: Come un- 
to Me (Matt. ix, 28). Make a study

| the Lord shut him in. How safe, 
|how restful, shut in with God! We 
/cannot but think of the words: Your

}him, and that ds true prosperity (Gen. 
xxxix, 2, 3, 21-28). 
| The perishing of all people and of 
all living creatures on the earth (vii, 
21-23) points us on to 11 Thess.
